The 
Administrators of the college are giving the 
students the opportunity to exercise this pri- 
vilege during the open interview session for 
the candidate for this position which are be- 
ing held on Monday, Dec. 8 at 4 p.m. 

The week before Thanksgiving, interviews 
were held.to fill an additional position in 
Campus Ministry. At this time, specific inter- 
vals were set up inorder that the many differ- 
ent student groups (i.e. RAP, Phoenix, CSA, 
CE) would have the opportunity to interview 
the candidate for this position. In contrast, 
there are only 2 student groups (CSA and CE) 
who will have specific opportunities to inter- 
view the candidate for Dean of Students. 
These groups attempt to reflect the needs of 
the students in many matters, but it is imper- 


ativé that each student take advantage of this 
opportunity to share his or her personal feel- 
ings in regard to the selection of the new 
dean. 

Presently the Administration has re-de- 
fined the role of the Dean of Students. The 
new title for the position is Dean of Student 
Development and the. duties which corres- 
pond to the new title are at this point only 
vaguely explained. Each student should take 
a moment right now and reflect on the role 
that he or she feels the Dean of Students 
should fill. We realize that this is an extreme- 
ly hectic week but please consider the impor- 
tance of the position to be filled. Then 
PLEASE exercise your right as students and 
attend the general interview this coming 
Monday, Dec. 8 at 4 p.m. in the Solarium.
